Claims 3 and 4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The element with parenthesis is confusing. Should that be 
part of the claims? ^What is the term " we " referring to? (See claim 3). It is not clear that 
should the claims are directed to a combination of the straw and the package or a subcombination 
of the straw per se. If claims are intended to be subcombination claims, the package should not 
be positively recited in the claims 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Hertel or Harp et 
al. Both references show a straw with all the zones as claimed.
